We 
must  work  for  the  full  development  of  all  the  potentials  of  today's  youth, 
which  includes  also  the  religious  dimension  of  man.  The  purpose  of  our 
teaching  at  St,  Mary's  should  never  forget  to  help  the  students  appreciate 
the  wealth  and  beauty  of  the  spiritual  dimension  of  man.
